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UBMARINE REVEALS 


STORY OF TRAGEDY 
OF LIVING DEATHS 


BODES OF EG 
FOUND NEAR TUBE 
FLLED WITH LIF 


Unopened Oxygen Con- 
tainer Lies Near Dead 
Hands of Men Who Lived 
Three Days Under Sea. 


PITIFUL PICTURE 
OF VAIN STRUGGLE 


Corpse of Commander 
Discovered Near Ham- 
mer Which Tapped Out 
Vain Appeals. 


Boston, March 19.—(#)—The tor- 
pedo room of the submarine 8-4 in 
which six men lived for 72 hours after 
the vessel was sent to the bottom in 
collision off Provincetown, December 
17, gave up its story today. 

Naval officers entered the compart- 
ment after the submersible, raised 
from the ocean bed on Saturday, had 
been drydocked *.t the Beston navy 
yard, and, from the disma) evidence 
‘found therein, pieced together a trag- 
edy on which the interest of a nation 
was centered for three days last win- 
ter. 

The six bodies were found and one 
of them, that of Lieutenant Graham 
Newell Fitch, of Washington, D. C., 
was identified. In other parts of the 
ship two other bodies were recovered, 
completing the roster of death. The 
entire company of 40 men perished | « 
when the é¢oastg ard destroyer Paul 
ding rammed and savk the 8-4. Dur 


ing the salvage operations 32 bodies 


were taken from the hull. 

Evidence of a desperate fight for 
life was seen in devices by which the 
imprisoned men had striven to shut 
out the water leaking into their 
chamber from the battery room ad- 
joining. The water-tight door between 


the compartments had been closed and 
dogged tight. A lead maul had been 
used to batter down the dogs, and 
a large pinchbar was wedged against 
the door. 

A glass headtight in the door appar- 
ently had let water in and to shut this 
leakage out the men had placed a 
piece of rubber above the glass and 
secured it with a wooden block. 

The preliminary search of the tor- 
pedo room today revealed no written 
records or diaries. Further search will 
be made by a naval board of investi- 
gation when the interior of the vessel 
is in better condition. 

The bodies of Lieutenant Fitch and 
his five men were all found on deck, 
which was covered with gray mud and 
four inches of water. Investigating 
officers said it was apparent that all 
of the men but one had awaited death 
quietly in their berths, conserving 
their energy that they might consume 
as little as possible of the previous 
air. The exception was one man found 
at the foot of the torpedo hatch lad- 
der, gripping the ladder with his right 
hand, The body of another man lay 
against this one, with the head rest- 
 o its chest. 

ieutenant Fitch’s body was lying 
on its back on the deck under the 
work bench, which is on starboard 
side forward, just abaft the torpedo 
tubes. The head was pointing aft and 
the feet forward. The officer was 
identified by his naval academy class 
ring and sweater and his cap. He had 

n wearing khaki trousers and a 
submarine coat. One of his arctic 
shoes was still on a foot; the other 
lay near the body.

Pastor Facing 
Ouster Action 


Officers Describe Him as 
Fit Only To Dance Black

Describing their pastor as fit only 
to dance the black bottom and sing 
bass in the choir, six colored officers 
of the Mount Vernon Baptist chureh 
Monday ‘afternoon petitioned Fulton 
superior court to enjoin Rev. W. M.

The plaintiffs also asked for dis- 
missal of a court order secured by the 
past or to hold the mahogany tinted 
church organ, the large Bible, collec- 
tion box, 25 chairs and five song beoks 
pending settlement. of his back pay: 
claim. 

Rey. Jones: “was not chosen accord- 
ing to ritualistic ordinances, and is 
actuated by motives conceived in re- 
bellion to constituted authority,” the 
petition says. 

“This controversy originated through 
the activities of one who travels under 


guise *of pastor, to wit, one W. M. 
Jones, who had demonstrated his total 
unfitness to enshroud himself with the 
cloth of the clergy,” the petition con- 
tinues. 

“It is well night necessary to hold 
the said Jones when the collection is 
being taken up, and Pretender Jones 
maintains his office by virtue of five 
alleged deacons, his devoted lieuten- 
ants, rather than constituted church 
officers,” declares the anti-pastor fac- 
tion. 

The suit names as defendants Rev. 
Jones, his alleged deacons and J. M. 
George, marshal of the municipal 
court, who issued the attachment a 
week ago. 

Plaintiffs style the pastor “a trou- 
blemaker who studies only the instiga- 
tion of dissension,” and whose sole 
virtues are the above-named character- 
istics. 

As asked under the plea Judge Vir- 
lyn B. Moore issued a temporary or- 
der restraining the municipal court 
from “entertaining further litigation 
in the matter,” prohibiting Rev.

MARINE AVIATORS

Managua, Nicaragua, March 19.—

Pierce, an observer, was wounded in 
one foot. Michael Wodarzcyk, a gun- 
nery sergeant, found a bullet hole in 
his parachute pack, but he was un- 
injured. 

Captain Pierce’s wound is not seri- 
ous. He was brought here by plane. 

The engagement took place in the 
vicinity where yesterday two marine 
planes were fired on. On that oc- 
casion a rifle bullet struck a bomb in 


one of the planes, but the bomb did not 
explode. 

Apparently Sandino’s followers are 
losing their fear of the planes and be- 
coming bolder.

NEW INDUSTRIES 
INCREASE WEALTH 


Collector Rose Says Each 
Year Finds More and 
More Farmers Making 
Income Tax Returns. 


Influx of new industries into Geor- 
gia ‘has placed this state on the real 
prosperity list, with resulting better 
conditions for its farmers and other 
citizens, Josiah T. Rose, collector of 
internal revenue, said Monday in a 
statement in which he reviewed the 
collection of income taxes for 1927. 

Although unable to cite figures 
showing the actual collection of taxes 
for 1927, because such information 
will have to be given. out in Wash- 
ington, Mr. Rose found himself in a 
position to give out an encouraging 
interview on the state’s condition as 
reflected in the tax collections. 

Georgia Prosperous. 

“Georgia enjoyed an era of pros- 
perity last year though some of our 
people try to convince themselves 
otherwise,’ Mr. Rose said. “Georgia’s 
average of prosperity was consider- 
ably above the average of the country 
as a whole. Georgia is not as much of 
an almost exclusive agricultural state 
as it used to be—in fact it has en- 
i changed in that respect, the 
yearly value of its manufactured goods 
being greatly in excess of the value 
of its agricuitura! products. How- 
ae, tobacgo and other diversified 

crops together with the ‘cow, hog and 
hen’ developments have added greatly 
to the sum total both in value of 
farm products and to profit there- 
from, 

“More and more farmers each year 
are filing income tax returns. They 
have received a total of over $5,00U 
each from sale of farm products, live 
stock, timber and other products - of 
the farm during the year. bi pagar

_ “The average number of acres cul- 
tivated by each farmer in the United 
States is about 25, whereas in Euro- 
pean countries the avera is from 
six to nine acres. The valie of farm 
products in this country increased 
last year $600,000,000 over the year 
before, and I think Georgia farmers 
produced and received their full share 
of this general increase. 

“Farmers. just like other producers, 
need customers who make their money 
in other lines of endeavor to buy the 
products of the farms. The mc.-e 
such people engaged in industry and 
commerce, but who do not produce 
farm products, the more the demand 
for farm products.

Court action in the Grady hospital

ing good service.” 

Mayson’s Rulings. 

Members of the group selected by 
the 1927 committee, have contended 
that they were legally elected for the 
specified period, and have been upheld 
by City Attorney James L. Mayson, 
who has ruled consistently that the 
19. committee selections are without 
legal standing until the expiration of 
the terms which the 1927 committee 
gave those elected by it. 

Under advice of Attorneys James 
Branch and William Sch':y Howard, 
members of the executive body named 
by the 1927 committee Monday night 
decided not to start court action un- 
til the executive committee named by 
the 1928 committee “attempts to as- 
‘sume control of the institution.” This

New York, March 19.—(#)—Colo- 
nel Charles A. Lindbergh tonight re- 
ceived the Woodrow Wilson award, 
consisting of a medal and $25,000 for 
“his services for the cause of inter- 
national friendship” during his good-

The presentation was made at a 
dinner of the Woodrow Wilson Me- 
morial foundation. ; 

Colonel Lindbergh was_ the third 
recipient of the award, which was giv- 


en in 1924 to Viscount Cecil, of Chel- 
wood for his services to the League 
of Nations and in 1926 to Elihu Root 
for his part in the inception of the 


permanent court of international jus- 
tice, or “world court.” 

John W. Davis, former ambassador 
to Great Britain, in an address ex- 
plained that Lindbergh was selected 
as a recipient of the award, not as a 
victorious: soldier, nor as a success- 
ful diplomat or statesman, nor as & 
noted poet or orator but as “a mere 
individual,” who had “the great for- 
tune to. serve peace in most effec- 
tive ways.”

Bayes, comedienne, who delighted av- 
diences in. Broadway and | London 
theaters for more than a- score of/ 
years and cheered many persons pri- 
vately by her generous acts, died to- 
day at a Brooklyn hospital. 

She had gone almost directly from 
singing at two benefits a week ago 
yesterday to the hospital for an ab- 
dominal operation. She was appar- 
ently well on the way to recovery 
when a relapse came. 

Miss Bayes onec wrote that. she 
was born in Joliet, Ill, and other 
sources fixed the date as 1880. Her 
real name was Leonora Goldberg. 
She is survived by her husband, Ben- 
jamin L. Friedland, whom she mar- 
ried’ three years ago on the steamship 
Leviathan, and by three young chil- 
dren she had adopted. 

Four earlier marriages had been 
dissolved by divorce. Miss Bayes was 
married first to Otto Gressing, a Chi- 
cago. business man. Later she suc- 
cessively married and divorced three. 
men of the stage, Jack Norworth, 
Harry Clarke, and Arthur Gordoni. 
With Norworth she reached the peak 
of her success. They were known for 
years as the “happiest couple on the 
stage.” 

Miss Bayes was in her teens when 
her first vaudeville opportunities 
came,. Her clear voice, her beauty 
and her happy faculty of appearing 
to get huge enjoyment from her work 
led her rapidly on to a London debut 
at the Palace theater in 1905. 

Broadway then claimed her as its 
own, but her talents were displayed 
from time to time in London and 
she had planned another European 
sortie for the late spring this year. 

It was a proud day for her in 1919 
when she moved her company into the 
Nora Bayes theater here. Little more 
than a year before she had performed 
a patriotic service with voice. ‘he 
country needed a song to express the

AT WHITE HOUSE 


Washington, March 19.—(#)—Four 


pickets who appeared at the white 
house today to stage an unfriendly 
demonstration against a Hungarian 
delegation were arrested by police. 

The pickets carried placards which 
accused members of the delegation and 
the government they represented with 
“mass.murders” and with favoring the 
return of the Hapsburg aynasty. The 
delegation came to the United States 
to attend the unveiling of a monu- 
ment to*Louis Kossuth. 

Special precautions had been taken 
at the white house when it became 
known that picketing might take 
place. Twelve additional white house 
police were called into service, in ad- 
dition to six headquarters detectives 
and 40 city police. 

The delegation, which President 
Coolidge was to receive, arrived at 
the white house in motor cars led 
by the Hungarian minister to Wash- 
ington. It consisted of about 300 
members, but only about 20 of these 
were received by Mr. Coolidge. These 
were carefully vouched for by. the 
Hungarian minister and were scrutin- 
nized by white house police’ as they 
entered the executive offices. 

The placards the picketers carried 
read: “They dishonor Kossuth; 
! FHeijjas, a mass murderer; Peryenyia 
Hapsburg lackey; Tomesanyi rein- 
stated the whipping post,” the charges 
referring to members of the delega- 
tion or to Hungarian personalities 
which whom the picketers contend the 
delegation is closely affiliated. 

A fifth person connected with the 
picketing was arrested for distribut- 
ing literature and aiding the picketers. 
He was Ben Marsh, previously identi- 
fied here with legislative. movements.

by any farmer due to the enforced non- 
production of cotton’ within the non- 
cotton zones.” 

The secretary said that the emergen- 
cy for the measure arose as a result 
of a “serious outbreak of the pink 


boll worm involving some seven coun-¢ 


ties in the western extension of cot- 
ton in Texas.” This threatens one of 
the primary industries of the nation, 
he added, and demands immediate at- 
tention, 

“The fact that this outbreak brings 
the pink boll worm into connection 
with continuous cotton eastward,” he 
continued, “is the emergency feature. 
Unless drastic measures can be 
promptly undertaken to eradicate the 
pest in this area, its natural spread 
will carry it rapidly throughout the 
cotton belt.” 

The secretary caid that the alterna- 
tive of eradication was regulation, but 
that such regulation did not prevent 
spread except, as to district so com- 
pletely isolated from other cotton as 
to eliminate the possibility of the 
natural spread of the pest. Therefore, 
the regulation of these new areas in 
contact with continuous cotton cul- 
tivation, he said, will necessarily per- 
mit the natural and probably very 


wide spread of this pest yearly, and}: 


will amount “practically to giving up 
the battle tu save Texas and the rest 
of the cotton belt from increasing in- 
vasion by the pink boll worm.” 

“The only known and proven means 
of effecting eradication is the estab- 
lishment of non-cotton zones for one or 
two years,” he continued, “and this 
method has a long record of success.’

000 in Moscow, 160,000 in Leningrad, 
and other cities in froportion),  beg-

Ing Chairman Porter and Representa- 
tive Burton, republican, Ohio, autor 
of the: proposal, argued that the re- 
fusal by the United’ States to export 
munitions would tend to minimize the 
possibility of this country being drawn 
into a conflict. 

Porter also made public a letter 
from Secretary Kellogg which said 
that a ban on munition exports would 
not violate the “obligations of nev- 
trality.” 

“Neutrality may be said to be an 
attitude of impartiality by non- 
belligerent states toward belligerent 
states,” Mr. Kellogg said. 

Neutrality Upheld. 

“It is not perceived that the reso- 

lution would have an. effect on the 
definity of neutrality. There is no 
obligation on a neutral state to per- 
mit or to forbid the exportation of 
arms, munitions, or implements of war 
by private persons. 
“Therefore, the prohibition of traf- 
fic in arms, munitions and implements 
of war as proposed in the resolution 
would not violate the obligations of 
neutrality. 

“Nor would-action taken by gon- 
gress to life an embargo constitute 
a hostile act, a ‘violation of feu- 
trality, or be cause for declaration of 
war by a belligerent™ country, pro- 
vided such action by congress applied 
equally to all the parties to a war.”

‘Mirrors are used 
modernist decorations,” said Mr. 
Brill, pointing. out the mirrowed 
globe electrileer, the mirrowed writing 
set and the mirrowed plate of angles 
and curves which oecupies a place 
on the bookcase shelves. The check- 
ed mother of pearl] cigarette box here 
is a real modernist piece which was 
brought from Europe. 

This charming bit of modernism in 
interior decoration, which was design- 
el by Mr. Brill himself, combined 
comfort with novelty. The deep plush 
chairs and sofa, on a base of natural 
wood, upholstered in somber rose with 
angular braiding, are inviting. And 
the green, silvery-toned gauze cur- 
tains before the group of glass doors, 
an angular effect being obtained by 
the straight drop of the. end curtains 
in contrast to those in the center 
caught with silver. modernist tie- 
backs, add softness and warmth which 
the angular arrangement demands. 


“Many of the fashionable New 
York homes have one room in this 
style, preferably a small den or after- 
dinner coffee room,” said Mr. Brill 
in explaining how modernism has al- 
ready taken hold. “It is not, how- 
ever, a room to live in long. The 
shades of grey and even the tones of 
white are most often used in this 
type of decoration. You will find 
squares, sharp angles, complete cir- 
cles, with all lines carried out defi- 
nitely. Lighting is generally indi- 
rect.’

Development of Modernism. 


Modernism developed when men 
grew tired ‘of reproduting what’ otli- 
ers had. created. It is a desire for 
something new, .something their very 
own. Beginning in Germany the idea 
spread throughout Europe, reaching 
its height in the JDaris exposition 
several years ago, when. the most rep- 
resentative examples of all countries 
were collected America was not 
represented. It was later that she 
began to express her self in similar 
terms.

banks in this district for others at $1,- |. 


200,000,000 using only round numbers. 
The federal reserve board points out 
that this itém includes loans made on 
the call money market by investors, in- 
vestment agencies, corporations hav- 
ing surplus.cash, foreign banking agen- 
cies and others.

one in the trade understands this 
practice, but for the information of 
the general public it may be well to 
explain that the spinner who buys 
on call contracts for the quantity and 
quality that he requires, but with the 
understanding that he has the option 
of fixing the price later by purehasing 
contracts for the future delivery of. an 
equal quantity. This option generally 
expires as of a specified date, and as 
the “future month” that must be 
bought. is also specified, the spinner 
purchasing cotton on call is in effect 
short of a given month until he has 
exercised his option by covering. 

As the present season seems to be 
one in which many have elected. to 
buy call cotton upon the basis of May 
delivery in New York, the result has 
been the creation of a large short in- 
terest in that position, and the mar- 
ket has advanced upon. purchases of 
May made for spinners’ account. 

In thus hastening to fix prices upon 
the cotton they have contracted for 
the spinners have probably been ac- 
tuated by the census report upon our 
domestic consumption for February.

ATTAGKS CLAYTON 


Washington, March 19.—(4)—Am- 
plified charges of cotton market manip- 
ulation, violation of anti-trust laws

Wide Range Covered.
